It will 
have Hayim Greenberg and Her- 
man Shulman as_ vice-chairmen 
and may elect additional officers, 
having in mind the representation 
of all the constituent organiza- 
tions.

Fascist Poles

MOSCOW—Anti-Jewish terror, 


organized b3 the Polish . fascist 
underground movement, is rag- 
ing in liberated Poland, the Lub- 
lin radio reported in a broadcast 
this week, revealing that the ter- 
rorists are not even sparing Jews 
liberated from the Oswiecim 
camp. 

One group of terrorists broke 
into a Lublin hospital and in- 
vaded a ward filled with Jewish 
patients. Opening ffire, they 
killed one of the Jewish patients 
and mortally wounded another 
one, the broadcast reported. At 
the same time, an armed band 
surrounded a_ detachment of 
twelve Polish soldiers near 
Laczne, in the Lublin district, and 
after disarming them, freed ten 
who were non-Jewish and killed 
the two who were Jewish. 





STUDENT RABBI FILES HABEAS CORPUS SUIT 
CLAIMING INDUCTION INTO ARMY ILLEGAL 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla.—A nine- 
teen-year-old soldier, who claims 
his induction into the armed forces 
was illegal because he was a Stu- 
den for the ministry, has filed 
a habeas corpus petition in fed- 
eral court asking his release. He 
is Bernard S. Yaroslawitz, who 
was born in Berlin, Germany but 
has resided in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
since 1939. 

Yaroslawitz, who named Major 
Gen. E, W. Fales, commanding 
general of the Infantry replace- 
ment center at Camp Blanding, 
and Capt. A. T. Olson Jr., Com- 
pany Commander, as defendants, 
flaims he is being “unlawfully de- 
tained and restrained of his lib- 
erty.” His induction into the 
Army on March 7, he contends, 
was the “result of an arbitrary, 
capricious and illegal act” on the 
part of his Brooklyn draft board.

The article also described 
him, Vose charged, as a dishon- 
orably discharged soldier, where- 
as he contended he was dis- 
charged honorably after suffering 
injury in line of duty. 

Vose’s suit said that the “Senti- 
nel” stated that the article was 
reprinted from a magazine “Read- 
er’s Scope,” in which it first ap. 
peared. Vose filed his suit in 
circuit court.

Anti-Semitic Book Used 
In Army, Navy Courses

WASHINGTON —Dissemination of anti-Jewish propaganda by 


the U. S. Armed Forces Institute, under joint and official auspices 
of the Morale Services Division of the Army Service Forces, War 
Department and the Educational Services Section of the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel, Navy Department, was admitted here by a spokes- 
man of the War Department who declared, however, that the ob 
jectionable material had been eliminated. 

The Navy Department refused to comment on the disclosure. 

The anti-Semitic views were disseminated among the armed 
forces throughout the world in an educational correspondence course 


conducted under the auspices of the Army and Navy and issued 


by the U. S. Armed Forces Institute at the University of Wisconsin. 
Jews False Patriots 

One of the “lessons” in the English correspondence course in- 
cluded a chapter from Andre Siegfried’s book “The Melting Pot,” 
in which the former attache to the French Foreign Office says, among 
other things, that “if the Stars and Stripes is waved at a jingo 
demonstration in New York, you may be sure that it is a Jew who 
holds the standard, while the 100 per cent American whose great- 
grandfather was a friend of Washington, stands aside disgusted.” 

The servicemen were taught: “In the American Melting Pot, 
the temperature at which fusion takes place varies with the dif- 
ferent races. In certain cases it occurs at a very low degree, being 
particularly automatic. In others, however, a high temperature is 
needed, and even after prolonged heating an insoluble residue ig 
likely to remain. This is particularly true of the Jewish race.” 
Gentile Fears Justified 

Siegfried in his book divides immigrants into Nordics and non- 
Nordics and says that of all the immigrants the Jews are most re 
sistant to assimilation. In one passage Siegfried says that the Jews 
are “restless and ambitious” and that “the Gentile fears, and with 
reason, the competition of the Jew in business, and despises him 
as a matter of course.” 

In what was purportedly designed as a course in orientation, 
the Army and Navy used the following from Siegfried’s book: “As 
there are three million Jews in the country, a million-and-half in 
New York alone, the problem is important, more especially as they 
include Jews of every class of society, from aristocratic bankers of 
London or Frankfurt to verminous refugees from the ghettos of 
the Ukraine and Poland.” Also used was the following characteriza- 
tion of the Jew as citizen: ‘The Jew passes through the first phase 
of Americanization with disconcerning rapidity. There is something 
auspicious about his excessive zeal. Caught suddenly into the rhythm 
of the New World, he is soon more American than the Americans 
themselves. He joins societies for the promotion of ethical culture, 
where he mixes with broadminded Protestants anxious about their 
duty to society.” ;

It discloses that 355 out of a total of 4,081 
complaints of employment discrimination to 
the FEPC during the fiscal year July 1 to June 
30, 1944 were on grounds of creed, and of these 
258 or 72.7 per cent concerned Jews. The re- 
port quotes the American Jewish Congress as 
finding that economic discrimination against 
Jews in the Greater New York area exists in 
many industries and in many forms, 





Of 1,000 discrimination complaints studied, 
almost half were in financial institutions, pro- 
fessional and related work, machinery and 
metal trades, chemical and allied industries and 
employment agencies. The report says “FEPC 
experience indicates that at the outset of the 
war there was considerable discrimination 
against the Jew in the aircraft and instrument 
industries.” Complaints were also received 
from War and. Navy Department establish- 
ments, shipbuilding and repair, iron and steel 
industry and other activities vital to the war 
effort. 

The report notes good results from cam 
paigns to eliminate religious specifications in 
advertisements, notably in New York and in 
Cleveland where officials of major newspapers 
agreed to bar such ads. FEPC seeks to bar 
discriminatory advertisements when they are 
submitted to newspapers by industries under 
FEPC jurisdiction. FEPC also reports employ- 
ers have rearranged work schedules in some 
cases to permit orthodox Jews to observe re 
ligious customs.

anti-Semite, purged himself of 
contempt before the Illinois State 
Senate last week. He promised 
to produce his mailing list for the 
Senate this week and thereupon 
was released after being arrested 
by the committee. 

The committee subpoenaed 
Horney and when he refused to 
appear on grounds his publishing 
activities were carried on in Ham- 
mond, Ind., from which he pub- 
lishes his “Hoosier Patriot,’ the 
committee ordered his arrest. He 
was -\7ked up by Chicago police 
and t* ‘ned over to Sergeant-at- 
arms Andrew Knapp of the sen- 
ate. 

He was seized by two detectives 
who had been watching the 
apartment building at 509 Roscoe 
St., where Horney lives with his 
mother. 

Horney, who distributed hate 
pamphlets to members of the 
legislature, was ordered to bring 
his records to the capitol but 
denied he had any. Senator 
Keane, Chicago Democrat, said he 
favored jailing Horney if he per- 
sisted in refusing to submit all his 
records.

NEW YORK—Reiterating his warnings of bloody events in Pal- 
estine if the White Paper is not abolished by the British Government, 
David Ben-Gurion, chairman of the executive of the Jewish Agency, 
told a press conference here that only American public opinion can 

vent “ a big tragedy” by convincing Britain that Palestine must 
be open to Jewish immigration. 

“I speak in the name of all the 600,000 Jews of Palestine when 
I say that we are not ready to tolerate any longer the White Paper 
restrictions,” Ben Gurion said. “If not for our strong desire to 
help the Allies in winning the war,” we would have ceased tolerating 
these restrictions long ago. But the war in Europe is over, and we 
will not agree any longer to a ghetto regime imposed upon us by 
a power which we consider an alien in Palestine.” 


Will Seek Unity Among U, S. Jewish Groups 


The Jeader of the Jewish Agency emphasized that during his 
stay in the United States he will make an effort to bring about unity 
among all Jews in this country for the purpose of winning the sup- 
port of the United States for Jewish claims on Palestine. 

“We are on the eve of historic decisions with regard to Pales-: 
tine,” Ben-Gurion declared. “These decisions may be in favor of our 
demand for the establishment of Palestine as a Jewish State, or 
they may be against us. Both are possible. But one thing is certain: 
should Britain decide to maintain its White Paper restrictions, there 
are no less than 250,000 able-bodied men and women among the 
600,000 Jews in Palestine. 


Charges Britain With Responsibility for Massacre by Nazis 


Reviewing the difficulties created by the White Paper for the 
Jewish development of Palestine, Ben-Gurion charged the British 
Government with responsibility for the mass-murder of many thou- 
sands of Jews in Europe during the Nazi regime, pointing out that 
these Jews could have been absorbed in Palestine had Britain not 
introduced immigration restrictions. He said that Palestine can 
easily absorb a million more Jews if the country were open to 
Jewish immigration. : 

During the last few years the Jews of Palestine raised among 
themselves about $12,000,000, primarily for the work of rescuing 
Jews from Nazi Europe, Ben-Gurion reported. He revealed that 
many Jewish young men and women from Palestine volunteered for 
dangerous rescue missions which took them behind the German 
lines. They operated in Rumania, Hungary and other countries 
which were under German domination. 

He also disclosed that one-third of the Palestine Arabs who 
joined the British forces deserted after a few months of service.

I COULDN'T answer. I've been 
asked and asked, on the roads, 
in the towns, in the displaced per- 
sons camps, and all I can tell them 
is all I’ve been able to find out. 
“Wait.” 

They've been freed, these few 
last remnants of the eight mil- 
lion Jews of Europe. There seems 
to be no one to speak for them, 
and no place for them to go. They 
can’t go back to Poland, to Hun- 
gary, to the lands where they 
know anti-Semitism is more deep- 
ly rooted than ever before, to the 
places whose only association for 
them is the death of their fam- 
ilies. In D.P. Camps they are 
shunted in as nationals with the 
Poles, with Italians, even with 
Germans. They want to be treated 
as Jews. Is this so_ strange, 
among nations? 

In Leipzig, about 50 surviving 
Jews were placed in a hotel with 
Poles. One day the Poles were 
alerted for repatriation. The Jews 
were told they could go along. 
They were almost all Hungarian 
and Polish girls—a few wraiths of 
men remained, too. They packed 
their small belongings. But at the 
last moment one woman'who still 
had some energy, some force of 
leadership, declared, “no, we can’t 
go. We cannot go to Poland, 
where they hate us worse than 
the Germans hate us.” So they 
stayed, though every moment 
inside Germany is a mental agony 


to them. 
* * > 


“I CAN’T bring myself to go 
out in the street,” one of the girls 
said to me. She is 21, and attrac- 
tive, a Hungarian girl named Ella 
Auslander. “Outside the air is 
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warm, everything is alive, but I 
stay in this broken little room, be- 
cause I can’t bear to see the Ger- 
man child, I think of all our chil- 
dren whom they gassed. Oh, take 
us out of Germany. Why can’t I 
go to Palestine!” 

A few more men arrived in that 
same barracks, that day. One of 
them still had the energy to be 
furious: “Six years they had us. 
Six years, and of the six thou- 
sand men who started with me, a 
hundred and fifty are alive. Now I 
am free. I arrive. “What! A Jew! 
They stare at me. A Jew, and 
alive! Truly a curiosity. What 
shall they do with me? Clothes? 
There are no clothes for Jews. 
They hadn’t thought there would 
be any need. Food? I can wait 
in the Red Cross, stand in line for 
an hour, and I get a plate, but 
don’t come back tomorrow, they 
tell me, better find somewhere 
else, there are too many people 
to feed here. A place to sleep.”

OF COURSE, he is over-excited. 
Of course, he will get food and 
lodging in a displaced persons 
camp. But then? Where to? The 
French move out the French, and 
the Belgians move the Belgians, 
and the Russians go, and the 
Czechs; liaison officers of every 
nation swarm through the camps, 
and the people know they have a 
destination, and a welcome; some- 
where there is home.

| HAVE seen a letter from a most civilized 

in the 
U. S. Army in Germany. A civilized gentleman, 
it seems to me, is one who can be discrimin- 
ating in his hates. If he hates at all, he spe- 
cializes in individuals who deserve to be hated. 
He is a fastidious connoisseur, unlike the sav- 


gentleman—a Jewish lieutenant 


age Nazis who made orgies of hate. 


This lieutenant’s life has become fairly 
quiet, now that there’s no more shooting to 
be done. He has had time to think and to look 


around, to look at Germans and to look at 
himself. Now he has time to go regularly to 
the religious service that the Jewish chaplain 
conducts in the German town. 

He says: “Sometimes, 
ous service, I discover 
my mind straying away 
from the prayer book 
and wondering at the 
amazing fact of my be- 
ing here. It’s like when 
you are awakened from 
a deep sleep and are aw- 
fully confused, and you 
jook around and ask, 
what am I doing here? j 

“It’s so fantastic to be a Jew in Germany, 
@ member of a conquering Army that gov- 
erns Nazis. Not far away is one of those mur- 
der camps where Jews were made to perish by 
the thousands. And here I am, a Jew, handing 
out orders to Germans, in my capacity as an 
American officer. 

“This is what my straying mind contem- 
plates at our religious services when it gets 
away from the prayer book. It considers what 
Ged hath wrought. All this that we, the sol- 
diers, have seen and have had a part in, looks 
like the proof of His work. This is the proof 
of the religious teaching we all had: That the 
divine law, as we learned it from our Torah, 
must inevitably turn against the wrong-doer. 

“I get a laugh out of the exquisite irony 
of God’s doing in that I, the Jew, and all these 
other Jewish boys are among the conquerors 
of these evil-doers. Yet I am not arrogantly 
exultant. I feel very humble in the presence 
of this divine manifestation.” 

He was crossing the Rhine for the first 
time a few months ago. He remembers giving 
ing a mighty kick to a clod of earth on the 
Rhine’s opposite bank when his feet touched 
it for the first time. The clod of earth took 
‘vicariously the hate and contempt he felt then 
for all Germans. It broke and fell satisfac- 
torily in many pieces. He stooped and picked 
up a piece and put it in his pocket to keep as 
a smybolic relic of the time he crossed the 
Rhine as one of the conquerors. 

It was a hard piece of German earth that 
didn’t crumble in his pocket but remained 
intace there until recently when he tossed it 
away. It had come to seem too much like a 
symbol of arrogant pride and he wanted none 
of that in his character as an American sol- 
dier and Jew. 

At one of the Jewish services he had made 
# little prayer of his own on the side. It had 
to do with the sin of being arrogant and 
would God spare him from it and guard his 
heart that it might be always just to the en- 
emy. What would be the gain, what the vic- 
tory if he took up the ways of Nazis?

“So I have gone about my necessary con- 
tacts with Germans with the military aloof- 
ness that is required of us but not insolently. 
I have been courteous in all my dealings with 
Germans. There’s something about being a 
Jew. If you are a conscious Jew you find your- 
self bringing your Jewish ethical teaching 
even into a war and to your enemy in your 
relations with him. 

“I worked out a whimsical notion. I, the 
Jew, would teach Nazis decent behavior by the 
example of my own conduct. As a Jew I was 
a couple of thousand years older than any 
Nazi and by my own way of life I could teach 
Nazis. They might learn something from a 
Jew.” 

He couldn’t hate all Germans. Before he 
came to Germany he had revolved the idea 
that the way to settle the German problem 
was to annihilate Germany. Other officers 
used to bring up the same idea. 

After V-E Day when there was no more 
wholesale dying and sanity returned to its tot- 
tering throne, he found it hard to hate every 
body in Germany and to desire a total destruc- 
tion of the nation. He couldn't hate the little 
children. There was one who looked like his 
own and he was about to pat her on the head 
when he passed by and he would have but 
for military regulations which prohibit any 
such affectionate demonstrations. 

He couldn’t hate all the old people whose 
eyes blinked incredulously at a catastrophe so 
immense falling on them in their old age. In 
fact, he couldn’t hate anybody unless he knew 
that the person was an unworthy character 
to be hated and despised. How could he lump 
all of a people in one bundle of his hate and 
contempt? Hate to be reasonable must par- 
ticularize on individuals. 

“T said to myself that to hate totally was 
the way of Nazis. That was the evil judgment 
that had destroyed a million Jews. That was 
the savagery of Nazis—to give judgment 
wholesale, to condemn an entire people. Wasn't 
that one of the more hideous products of hu- 
man behavior which we had been fighting to 
put down? Isn’t that the crime of anti-Sem- 
itism, of anti-Catholicism, of- anti-Negroism 
and of all the other racial, religious and na- 
tional hates? 

“TI hate Nazi criminals—Hitlers, Himmlers, 
Goebbels, Goerings, Streichers—but as a Civ- 
ilized man I can’t spread my hate over a 
whole people even of a nation in which my 
own had been cruelly persecuted.” 

He guesses he will be accused as an Amer- 
ican who is already getting too soft toward 
Germans, but what the hell? ... “I am merely 
asserting my self-respect as a human being 
who doesn’t want to be like the Nazis and take 
over a foul evil that Hitler, Himmler and 
Goebbels left behind—something out of their 
ideological garbage can.” 

He says that if in thinking in his way he 
falls short of the approved pitch of hate, it 
only goes to show what being a Jew does to 
you. It’s so hard to be a Jew and to hate to- 
tally as Nazis do. He may yet pat the head of 
the German child surreptitiously as he passes 


by.

THE Second World War broke out, taking men students away from 
IY tax ectiogss, there was grave danger that they would suffer permanent 
parm, and that many would be forced to close their doors. But the entrance of 
the women, the coeperation of the United States. Armed Forces with the college 
authorities, and the presence of a considerable number of civilian sudents furn- 
jshing tuition income, have made it possible for these colleges, for the most part, 
to overcome the problem of adjustment. to war conditions. In short, a college 
plant is an asset to a community, whether small or large, and can weather 
crises. The increase in. gifts, and the prosperity of the population have proved 
ameliorating factors in these crucial days. 

Unfortunately I do not have the recent statistics regarding the privately en- 
dowed and city institutions which might serve as a source of guidance for a new 
eollege under chiefly Jewish auspices. I kept closely in touch with the situation, 
making a study of the finances and administration of the new, small colleges 


of America, until November, 1938. The tragic effect of Hitlerism upon Jewry-_in - 


Europe, and the need of a maximum helpfulness from American Jews, led me to 
turn aside from a consideration of the idea. Moreover, it must be remembered 
that I am a Rabbi in active pastoral service, and that my responsibilities to my 
Congregation and my tasks as a Rabbi take primary and foremost place. 

The coming of the war, the new pauper prosperity of many American Jews, 
the mass entrance of women, including Jarge numbers of the Jewish faith, into 
the colleges, and the end. of the European War, are factors playing a 
vital role in the present. status of the project. The many millions which Amer- 
ican Jewry must raise for the rehabilitation of shattered Jewish communities 
abroad constitute an initial responsibility, which makes it difficult to bring about 
the acceptance of the new responsibility of a college in America, as a commun- 
ity undertaking. There is sufficient resourse, however, im the hands of some in- 
dividuals, and enough could be forthcoming through the income of such a col- 
lege, to make its establishment practicii. 


€ontemplates: Site Near New York 


During 1938 I had been in touch with an educational head of an important 
county near New York City which has next to no institution of higher learning 


- 


tional authorities. Such a county interest would, however, not be necessary; ff 
the loeal communities would not be averse to the establishment of such am insti- 
tution in the county. I have even been shown handsome sites for such 2 college, 
formerly the estates of 19th and early 20th century millionaries, some of which 
have become country club sites; some of which have passed into the hands of 
well-to-do Jews. 

But. ail of this planning and discussion went by the board with the burn- 
ing of the German synagogues in 1938, and the outbreak of the Second Wortd 
War in 1939. I have a letter, as yet unsent, to the heirs of a distinguished pub- 
licist, asking if they would’ be willing to have the estate become the campus of 
a new college. This estate is within commuting distance of New York City. 
Unfortunately, however, while it has sufficient acreage for essential buildings, 
it has not enough for the athletic field, the dormitories, and other facilities 
which I envisage as essential for the tyne of college which should be established. 


Is This The Time For Establishing? { 


In the light of the circumstances I have mentioned, should steps be taken 
today by individual Jews and Jewish groups to make possible establishment 
of a new college under chiefly Jewish auspices? 

If it be said that overseas needs come first, let me say the following: while 
I agree that the funds for the rehabilitation of liberated Jewries and the 
upbuilding of Palestine, including the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, take 
precedence, nevertheless such: primacy does not preclude attention to American 
Jewish charities, educational, religious and communal institutions. If great 
philanthropic federations can raise millions each year, and contemplate in these 
days of fluid money, the launching of a Capital Gifts campaign. for building 
and expansion purposes, surely the idea of a new college under chiefly Jewish 
endowment need not be ab initio ruled out. 

If it be said that the establishment of such a college would mean segrega- 
tion—that old bugaboo among over-sensitive Jews—let it be pointed out that 
some of the finest preparatory schools in America have student bodies made up 
almost entirely of Jewish students—something which the new college need not 
necessarily bring about—without in any way incapacitating its graduates for a 





in its midst. It was suggested that if funds were coming from Jewish sources 


for an X-County University, it might be possible to interest the county educa-

js not a solution to the plight of the Jews.” What democratic-minded 
people and liberty loving people should aim at, he says, is the “end 
of persecution of any groups of people. This is the aim of our war. 


Should this not be achieved, then 
the Jewish Homeland will not 
save the Jews from persecution 
q@ from. wars waged by other na- 
tion.” 

Freud, who is now finishing his 
second book, goes on to say, we 
need to establish, once and for- 
ever. the rights of the human 
being — and a less complicated 
pelitical structure of the worid 
than that of hundreds of nations. 
Then: the minority problem will 
disappear.” 

Against Zionism On 2’ Planes 

Author of “The World Without 
Nations” which came out in 1943, 
Freud opposes the Zionistic con- 
eept om two planes, the idealistic 
ad the practical.

The Jews, having turned to na- 
tionalism, can do as well as any 
other nation, namely fight. Why 
not? It is only a matter of up- 
bringing. Onee they gave us the 
Ten Commandments, ‘Love thy 
neighbor.’ Now give them Pales- 
tine and they will fight Arabs and 
other nations.” 

This reporter asked Freud, “The 
Jews want a national homeland 
because of the insecurity they feel 
in other parts of the world. Don’t 
you think it is justifiable?” 
Arabs Could Slaughter Jews 

Freud answered, “I realize that, 
but. should the Jews who have 
gone to Palestine for security 
reasons, win the enmity. of, say, 
the Arabs, they could be slaugh- 
tered as easily in Palestine as 
anywhere else, especially if the 
Arabs. are backed by some other 
country.” 

Freud went on to say, “The 
case of the Jews is remarkable. 
By observing them you can prove 
the ridiculousness of believeing a 
nation’s people have national 
characteristics. I met Jews in 
Germany and in Austria whose 
ancestors lived there for 50 or 
100 years, and I assure you that 
they were typical German or 
Austrian in language, customs 
and common interests, and also 
what is more extraordinary, by 
their looks. They did not have 
long Jewish noses or curty hair, 
but rathery they had the faces of 
ordinary Austrians and Bavar- 
ians. They could yodel as well as 
the peasants: in the mountains. 

“As for the ties of bleod, I

land happens to be. If these ties 
of blood refer to their feelings 
for Austria, I can assure you that 
the Jews. were one hundred per 
cent Austrian, loving the country 
of their birth and willing if nec- 
essary to fight for it.” 

Freud himself fought in the 
World War I with the Austrian 
troops. 

Continuing, Freud said: “And the 
French and English Jews I have 
met, they too are one hundred 
per cent French and English. The 
French Jews gesticulated and 
spoke as loudly as any French- 
man from Southern France and 
the English Jews are calm as only 
an Englishman can be. Let me 
point out here that Leslie Howard, 
the famous actor and prototype 
of an Englishman was a Jew. As 
for the Italian Jews, well, the 
Italians always have looked more 
Jewish to me than the Jews them- 
selves. 


Why Shouldn’t Jews Assimilate? 

“Ardent Zionists will not agree 
with me. They will say that these 
Jews have become assimilated and 
they should remain Jewish and 
not be Frenehmen or English- 
men. Why? Is it wrong to acquire 
the language, habits and looks of 
the people among whom you live? 

Freud’s interest in international 
affairs began years ago although 
he participated in no political ac- 
tivities in Austria, England or this 
country. 





A. J. Congress Launches 
Scientific Attack On Bias

NE WYORK—Details of a new scientific attack on anti-Semitism 
and other minority problems in the United States were announced 
here today by the American Jewish Congress which has created a 
Commission on Community Interrelations to carry out the job. The 
attack is based on a two-fold approach—to study the reasons for 
tension and conflict and to conduct an action program to overcome | 


religious and racial frictions. 


Headed By Former Boy Seout Official 


The American Jewish Congress has underwritten its new come 
mission for a period of five years of operation. Charles ©. Hendry, 
former national director of research for the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica, is coordinator of research in charge of over-all operations. As 
sociate coordinator is Bernard Gittelson, who was director of re 
search for New York State’s Commission Against Discrimination 
whieh drafted New York’s recently-enacted anti-discrimination law. 

A feature of the undertaking is a close tie-up that has been 
arranged with a new agency, the Rogosin Foundation, also set up 
for a period of five years to carry out a leadership training pro- 
gram for key men and women in various American communities, 
Persons eligible to participate will be brought to New York for 
special courses in community relations. The Foundation is financed 
by Israel Rogosin, New York textile manufacturer, and functiong 
under Mr. Hendry’s general direction. 


Employ Skilled Fact Finders in Research 


The Commission on Community Interrelations grew out of 
a Conference to Combat anti-Semitism called by the American Jewish 
Congress in New York last year. Jewish leaders who attended from 
all parts of the country agreed that more intensive effort and new 
tools must be brought into the fight against anti-Semitism. A “task 
force” composed of skilled” fact-finders and social action people is 
assigned to each action-research project on which the Commission 
works. Their assignment is to find out the facts underlying the con- 
flict, then put the facts into action by helping groups resolve their 


differences. 


The commission was organized by Dr. Kurt Lewin, a native of 
Germany who came to the United States in 1932. Dr. Lewin was 
formerly professor of Child Psychology at the University of lowa 
and on the faculties of Cornell and Stanford Universities. He has 
been counselor to the Division of Program Surveys of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture since 1942 and until early this year was 
with the Office of Strategic Service in Washington.

good adjustment in colleges outside New York, 
and in the general community. If the group- 
ing ot Jews is under reactionary and _ back- 
ward-looking auspices segregation is bad. But 
if Jews assemble for worthy educational pur- 
poses ,and if the program followed is one of 
the humanities, then the fact that most of the 
student body might be composed of Jews, can- 
not be any more harmful in the field of college 
education than in the field of elementary and 
secondary education. 


Surely schools such as Fieldston, Horace 
Mann, Columbia, Grammar, Franklin, Dalton, 
Highland Manor in New Jersey (Shadow 
Lawn), Woodmere Academy and the like in 
the New York area, and other schools of a 
simiiar character in or near Chicago (one such 
schooi is headed by a former Principal of 
Fieldston School) have been beneficial to the 
cause of American preparatory school educa- 
tion. The same could be expected of an excel- 
lent college or a series of colleges under Jew- 
ish auspices. 


Still Room For Special Colleges 


If it be said that the day of the “sectarian” 
college is over, namely the institution sup- 
ported or inaugurated by a religious group or 
community, and that the day of the city and 
state college has come to stay, let attention 
be directed to new colleges such as Benning- 
ton, Sarah Lawrence and numerous others 
founded under private endowment within the 
past 25 years. Pennsylvania also has a number 
of small colleges to which our New York 
youth are applying. There is always room for 
the experimental college, with a new and es- 
special educational approach and emphasis. 


If it be said that the university authorities 
and professional schools will not recognize stu- 
dents and graduates of such a new college, 
the foliowing answer can be given: the gradu- 
ates of the preparatory schools known to be 
Jewish in ethnic background (even if some 
Jews in these schools are Jews only by family 
origin and not by faith) gain entrance into 
the finest institutions of the country, and dis- 
tinguish themselves there. Moreover, if it be 
pointed out that attempts have been made to 
found Medical Schools which have been un- 
successful, and which have met with opposition 
by medical authorities, the answer can be given 
that this opposition would not be successful in 
the case of a college for the humanities and 
professional subjects, if its equipment, faculty 
and standards were satisfactory. 


Medica! colleges of a general character in 
New England, Chicago and elsewhere, which 
Jewish applicants seek to enter in large num- 
bers, when denied admittance elsewhere, have 
undeniably met with hostility and every man- 
ner of obstacle by medical leaders in this coun- 
try. This is a battle, however, which must be 
fought to a conclusion, and Jews must have 
the right, if they wish, to found such medical 
schools, with adequate endowment, equipment, 
faculty and other facilities. 


Will Finances Come Through? 


The chief problem is this: will Jewish 
donors be prepared to give the sums of money 
required for the creation of a new college un- 
der chiefly Jewish endowment? Students can 
always be secured—both non-Jewish and Jew- 
ish. Moreover, faculty members—non-Jewish 
as well as Jewish—are always available. A 40 
per cent membership of the Board of Trus- 
tees composed of non-Jews can be secured, pro- 
vided the financial problems of the college can 
be met. An educational program of outstand- 
ing quality can be evolved, in collaboration 
with the leading education minds of the coun- 
try. ‘ . 

But will representative Jews, in whom the 
educational community has confidence, lend 
their name to such a project? Have Jews the 
courage to undertake such an enterprise? It 
must be inaugurated in the right way, or not 
at all. The Yeshivah College of New York, 
though an eminently commendable institution, 
is not, as we have mentioned, the type of in- 
stitution I have always envisaged and advo- 
cated. Though it awards degrees for the hu- 
manities, and has conferred honorary degrees 
on eminent non-Jews, it is nevertheless within 
the orbit of Orthodox Judaism, and represents 
virtually one wing of American Jewry. It is 
not suggested that the new college or univer- 
sity shall be akin to Catholic colleges or 
strongly sectarian Protestant colleges. 


Not To Be Strongly Sectarian 


The new college shall be Jewish insofar as 
it has no Jewish quota—nor any Gentile quota. 
it sha}l be as Jewish as Brown is Baptist, 


Princeton is Presbyterian, Harvard is Congre- 
gationalist, etc. Surely in time recognition to 
individual members of the faculty, if they be 
Jeaders in their respective fields, will be 
granted by the academic world, even as Col- 
umbia University awarded an Honorary Degree 
of Doctor of Science a few years ago to Pro- 
fessor Yekutiel Ginsberg of the Yeshivah. If 
representative Jews, not only in New York 
City, but throughout the country, would poo! 
their efforts to launch the college in the right 
way—which would mean quietly and without 
fanfare—and as a general college under a gen- 
eral name, I-am convinced it would have an 
excellent chance for success. If a few individ- 
uals would leave substantial grants in their 
wills. or an outright donation were made, say 
of $5,000,000 as a nest-egg, the college could 
be founded without delay. 


It has been cynically remarked that there 
are some “important” Jews who would give a 
great amount of money to prevent the college 
from being founded out of tears—groundless 
fears, I believe—as to the consequences. But 
in these days when money is still fluid, an En- 
dowment Fund, a Foundation Fund, a Reserve 
Fund could be built up to make the college and 
its continuance possible. After the war, there 
would be a rush to it, not only from students 
in New York City, but from outside of New 
York as well. These out-of-town students would 
welcome the opportunity to be at a college 
with a fine campus and equipment, within 
range of New York City and its cultural op- 
portunities. 


Surely there must be some Jews throughout 
the United States who, intsead of pouring their 
money into unproductive activities, would be 
willing to set aside funds for so creative and 
signiticant a project as a new college. More 
Jews should contribute to chairs and endow- 
ment funds ath the established colleges of Amer- 
ica, particularly if they are alumni, or who 
have children who are alumni. Jews have not 
yet been educated to give sufficiently in this 
field; so much of money among Jews goes into 
Federations and into overseas relief. But, I am 
convinced, there is enough wealth in certain 
Jewish quarters to make all these projects 
possible, if Jews have the desire, the will and 
the determination to do this. Moreover, money 
should be given for special projects at the 
new college. 


Thorough Planning Necessary 


Quietly and without publicity, a carefully 
selected Committee for the new college should 
be established; initial pledges should be se- 
cured; perhaps one or several particular gen- 
erous donors might be found, to do for the 
new college what Leland Stanford did for 
Stantord University, and others for Duke, etc. 
Theoretical objections to the college would van- 
ish, if the practical steps were undertaken, 
and the program, wisely and discreetly, were 
carried forward. 


There should be consultation with the 
group which I have consulted in years past, 
who know the statistics regarding the amounts 
needed for the foundation of a new, and, at 
the beginning, a small college; who know how 
much is needed for minimum equipment; how 
much for a minimum faculty; how much for 
maintenance, etc. A person or a family may be 
persuaded to donate the land; or it can be 
purchased for a reasonable sum in a certain 
desirable region; or a former estate could be 
donated or purchased. Sufficient funds could be 
gathered for assuring to the minimum staff 
a livelihood until the college has its student 
body and a substantial income from tuition 
and grants. Thus the project can be inaugur- 
ated. 


Within the past three years (1942-1945) 1! 
have had numerous inquiries regarding the 
project of the new college. A great fraternal 
order has authorized a survey of the entire 
matter. Interest is increasing, but if the pro- 
ject is not to be further postponed, practical 
steps should be launched without further post- 
ponement. As Waldo Frank remarked in my 
booklet twenty-two years ago, in words which 
are as valid today as they were when written 
in 1923: 


“The question, therefore, is, it seems to 
me, not whether a Jewish university (name- 
ly, a university under predominantly Jew- 
ish auspices) be desirable; but whether 
American Jewry, whose eminence hereto- 
fore has been rather in acquisition and 
posssesion than in creation, holds today the 
social courage, the cultural independence, 
the spiritual energy needed to bring one 
about.”

BALTIMORE, Md.— Those who are dis- 
mayed by anti-Semitic incidents that pop up 
from time to time should feel heartened by a 
positive incident in the small town of Sykes- 
ville, Md., that indicates our democracy is still 
functioning on all cylinders. 

It deals with the invitation extended to 
Rabbi Nathan Drazin of Baltimore to deliver 
the invocation at the Sykesville High School 
graduation ceremonies, attended by over 1000 
people. 

In the wake of that invocation the Sykes- 
ville News on the following day carried this 
editorial—under the caption, “Democracy at 
Work”; 

“There was a lesson in democracy at the 
Sykesville High School graduation exercises 
last night.

The Editor's Chair, 


The double blast from Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann and David 
Ben-Gurion. threatening blood- 
shed in Palestine, is definitely 
the start of a new and fateful 
Zionist policy. It indicates many 
things and on analysis uncovers 
several points hitherto not as- 
certainable. 


For one thing, the militant 
speech by Dr. Weizmann, in it- 
self a bold departure from the 
Jewish leader’s previous attitude, 
indicates the very low ebb in 
which the Zionist position finds 
itself today. Ben-Gurion could 
make all the threats he wanted 
to, but as long as Dr. Weizmann 


remained silent, it would still be’. 


said that he had some private 
understanding with Churchill 
which would mean a_ Jewish 
state sooner or later. 


But now that Weizmann has 
broken his silence, and in such 
a bold manner, it may be under- 
stood that he realizes that the 
“moral principles, the sanctity 
of promises, sympathy or under- 
standing,” of which he reminds 
the British Governments, won't 
prevail over the imperialistic 
needs of Great Britain. 

As far as the actual content 
-of the speeches by Dr. Weiz- 
mann and Ben-Gurion, remark- 
ably similar as they were, it 
too, yields results on analysis. 


The general theme of the 
Speeches falls into two parts. 
The first has to do with the 
threat of bloodshed, and as a 
naturai consequence, the second 
has to do with the actual spill- 
ing of blood. 

In other words, if the threat 
of blood-letting does net so 











arouse the world to the plight 
of the Jew to the extent that 
public reaction will force Brit- 
ain’s hand, then there remains 
no other course save open re- 
bellion. This rebellion would at 
once be a matter of Jewish honor 
and also a means to awaken 
the conscience of the world. 


Just what effect the success- 
ful fight for independence of 
Syria and Lebanon had on the 
new policy of the Zionist lead- 
ership, it is a little too early to 
ascertain, but unquestionably the 
recent events in these two na- 
tions must have played a part in 
shaping the policy. If, for in- 
stance, the Palestinian Arabs, 
instead of the Jews, rebel first, 
then world opinion is likely to 
side with the Arabs, to the detri- 
ment of the cause of a Jewish 
homeland. This would actually 
create a catastrophe for Zionism, 
and probably is in the back of 
the minds of Weizmann and 
Ben-Gurion and other leaders of 
World Zionism. 


Exactly how American Jewry 
will react to the new situation 
will be interesting. Non-Zionists 
and Anti-Zionists will have a 
field day, if they care to de- 
nounce the cause of a Jewish 
Palestine, and even some Zion- 
ists will find themselves unable 
to go along with a policy which 
may find recognized Jewish 
groups actually fomenting open 
warfare. 


As far as The Post is con- 
cerned, the refusal of Great 
Britain to act with justice leaves 
the Zionist leadership no other 
alternative than to follow a mili- 
tant course. If ever there was a 
cause which had behind it every 
possible kind of righteousness 
and historical urgency, it is that 
of a Jewish Palestine. In times 
of crisis, week-kneed supporters 
fall away, but their place is 
more than filled by the courage 
and the loyalty of those strong 
enough to fight for what they 
know is right.

The political star of Daniel 
Frisch seems to hang in the bal- 
ance over the fight between Rab- 
bi Silver and Dr. Wise for con- 
trol of the Zionist Emergency 
Council.

. Dr. Solomon B. Freehof's 
charge (evidently directed at The Jewish 
Post) that the Jewish chaplains have been 
libeled by certain Anglo-Jewish newspapers by 
attributing to the chaplains concern over their 
post-war status (pulpits) is valid, will be de- 
termined more accurately in the first few years 
after the ehaplain’ return. 

That rabbis are human (they never have 
contended otherwise) and consequently enter- 
tain the same emotions as all other humans 
for advancement and recognition needs no 
elaboration here.

Fundamentally however, the real p i 
not that of the chaplains, but of the great in. 
equity in the present competitive and unseemly 
method of filling pulpits. 

The strong-voiced rabbi wins out over the 
scholar, and the retiring rabbi who is the 
epitome of godliness, has no chance for aq 
vancement in the present system where if the 
daughter of the congregation’s president does 
not happen to be married to a young raj 
then the position goes to the shrewd Pulpitecr 
who can by flattery and other devices 
the most pressure to bear for himself, 

What is needed, obviously, is a Placement 
body, beyond and above politics, and recognize 
by every congregation in the various congre 
gational bodies, who will recommend for each 
open pulpit the rabbi who will fill it. In this 
manner not only will the deserving rabbj get 
the promotions he deserves, but the congre 
gation will get the rabbi it needs, and the 
overall position of American Judaism will hp 
inestimably improved. 


‘Ample Warning and Examples 


O better or more forceful illustration of 

the direction which national Jewish 
groups should take in swinging both Jewish 
public opinion and their own policies is needed 
than the report of Dr. Joseph Schwartz, Euro- 
pean director of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee. 

Employed by the organization most easily 
charged with being representative of the 
wealthy element in American Jewish life, Mr. 
Schwartz had this to say after returning from 
an 8-month tour of duty in Europe: 

“The problem of re-establishing Jews in 
homes and vocations where they can become 
self-supporting is complicated by the in- 
creased anti-Semitism which can be found 
in most European countries. But the picture 
is not all black since left-wing groups, such 
as Socialists, Communists and resistance or- 
ganizations, have displayed a great deal of 
sympathy for Jews and in countries where 


they are or will become influential the situs 
tion will improve.” 

In other words, despite the fact that U, § 
Jews are most thickly concentrated in the mid 
dle class, which usually opposes the laboring 
group, U. S. Jewry must understand that in 
the fight between the reactionaries and the 
liberals, Jewish support, if only from the 
selfish standpoint, should be with what Dr, 
Schwartz calls the “left-wingers.” 


There are many domestic examples, such as 
the fact that men like Gerald L. K. Smith, Joe 
McWilliams, and ex-Senator Reynolds all solicit 
and gain their support from the large indus 
trialists. 


Example after example is practically knock 
ing down the door to intrude on Jewish con. 
sciousness ef the need for alignment with 
those groups who believe in more opportunities 
for the common man.

DEPLORES GORDIS-SEGAL CONTROVERSY; 
WOULD DROP SEGAL’S COLUMN 


To the editor, 

I have been enjoying your 
publication which I read care- 
fully every week. You are to be 
commended for your effort to 
give American Jewry a _ worth- 
while periodical which will re- 
flect Jewish life in all of its ram- 
ifications. 

I realize the difficult task that 
you have undertaken. Jewish 
life in America is colorful be- 
cause of the variegated ideologi- 
cal’ viewpoints which the seg- 
ments of our people entertain. 
We are a thinking people and 
we are forced to do more think- 
ing than any other people on 
account of the tragedies which 
we face. For that reason there 
are more divisions and schisms 
among us than among any other 
racial or religious group. There 
is a saying in Hebrew, Och 
L’tzoro, “tragedy unites.” By that 
we mean that people suffering 
from the same tragedies usually 
are united by a common Cause. 
Not so with the Jewish people. 

However, the leaders of Israel 
must face realities, and endeavor 
in every way to heal the wounds 
instead of aggravating a _ situ- 
ation. I am referring specifically 
to the controversy which has 
been aired in the recent issues 
of the Post between Rabbi Gor- 
dis and Al Segal. “Lo zu hade- 
rech.” This is not the way. Per- 
sonal recrimination is unbecom- 
ing cultured gentlemen. The in- 
cident is reminiscent of the Bib- 
lical narrative. When Moses 
went out to behold the thraldom 
which Israel endured, he saw an 
Egyptian smite an _ Israelite, 
and he dealt with the ruffian in 
his own way. The next day he 
saw a Jew smite one of his own 
brethren, and exclaimed with 
righteous indignation, ‘“Where- 
fore smitest thou thy fellow?” 
Let other peoples enjoy the lux- 
ury of fighting among  them- 
selves. We can’t afford it. We 
must conserve oug strength to 
fight the common enemy. 

Why can’t we discuss the is- 
sues of the complex questions 
which confront our people on a 
high dignified level, in academic 
fashion, without stooping to per- 
sonal vituperation and abuse? I, 
too, am very much annoyed by 
the outpourings of Mr. Segal. I 
feel that he has no place as a 
columnist in your publication, 
because regardless of what you 





may say, a column has an offi- 
cial standing in the eyes of the 
average reader. The freedom of 
the press is a sacred doctrine 
which is too obvious a truth even 
to mention. And yet, I feel that 
while Mr. Segal should be given 
an opportunity to express his 
views, he should not be given 
more privileges than any other 
correspondent who has a mes- 
sage to bring. 

As editor, it is your duty to 
edit every contribution that goes 
to print. Keep out all personal 
pettiness. The age of a writer 
is not germaine to a discussion

THE BOY WHO CAME TO DISTURB 


To the editor, 

The following incident may be 
of some interest to your readePs. 

Last Sabbath evening as we 
began the Minchoh services in 
my Synagogue, the South Side 
Hebrew Congregation, 74th 
Street and Chappel Avenue, Chi- 
cago, one of the members of the 
Board of Directors of my Con- 
gregation,, Mr. Fred Heyman 
came into the Beth Hamidrash 
where the service was going on 
accompanied by a gentile boy 
who, wearing the skull cap, 
gazed with apparent awe and 
reverence upon what he saw. 

The worshipping Congregation, 
the holy ark and the reading 
from the scroll must have made 
an impression upon him. After 
the service, Mr. Heyman told me 
that as he was entering the cor- 
ridor of the Synagogue he caught 
this lad in the corridor making 
loud and hideous noises to dis- 
turb and vex the congregants. 
Instead of employing harsh meas- 
ures, Mr. Heyman talked to the 
lad in a friendly manner and 
told him that he would not pun- 
ish him or turn him over to the 
police because he believed that 
if the lad would actually see a 
Jewish congregation at worship 
and would realize that every 
house of worship should be re- 
spected he would not repeat the 
offense. After showing the boy 
the main auditorium and then 
the Beth Hamidrash where the 
Congregation was worshipping, 
Mr. Heyman offered him some 
of the cookies which were to be

served at the “Shelosh Sudos” 
repast which we have in our 
Synagogue between Minchoh and 
Maariv. 


The boy must have been fa- 
vorably impressed by Mr. Hey- 
man’s treatment because when 
Mr. Heyman happened to see 
him together with a few other 
boys on the street on the follow- 
ing day, the boy said to Mr. Hey- 
man, “I am sorry and I feel 
ashamed of myself for having 
tried to disturb your people yes- 
terday—but after what I saw in 
your Synagogue and the way you 
talked to me and treated me, I 
want you to know that I told 
these friends about it and we 
shall have a better opinion of 
the Jewish people- By the way, 
here’s the cap you gave me 
which I forgot to return to you.” 
Whereupon Mr. Heyman told 
him that he could have the cap 
as a souvenir. 

Whether the boy will keep his 
promise remains to be seen, but 
I thought that Mr. Heyman’s ap- 
proach to the problem was in- 
teresting and werth reporting.

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CZECHOSLOVAKIA TO ASSIMILATE ALL NON-EMIGRATING JE 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
LONDON—A policy of com- 


plete absorption of all Czech Jews 
who do not emigrate to Palestine 
er any other land will be followed 
by the Czechoslovak Government, 
it was announced in a broadcast 
from Prague by Dr. Eric Kolar, 
secretary of the Committee to 
Abolish the Nuremberg anti-Jew- 
ish Laws. 

Reviewing at great length the 
effects of the anti-Jewish meas- 
ures introduced by the Germans 
and their collaborators in the 
former Czech Protectorate, Dr. 
Kolar estimated that hardly one- 
tenth of the 118,000 Jews who liv- 
ed in Bohemia-Moravia before the 
German occupation have survived. 


Hopes Nationalists Won’t Object 


“This small number should no 
longer create a Jewish problem 
in our country,” he declared. He 
admitted that there was anti- 
Semitism in Czechoslovakia “re- 
sulting from commercial com- 
petition,” but said that now the 
situation has changed, “since 
many Jews expect to remain in 
manual work into which they 
were forced during the war, while 
others joined the government 
services and the Czech army-in- 
exile, thus there will be more 
Jews henceforth in government 
and in military service than be- 
fore the war.” 


Speaking of the intention of 
the Czech authorities to com- 
pletely solve the Jewish problem 
in Czechoslovakia, Dr. Kolar ex- 


pressed the hope that “the sur- *~ 


vivors of the older Jewish genera- 
tion, who were educated in a 
German spirit and cherished the 
German language, will not create 
obstancles to the complete assim- 
ilation of Jewish Czechs.” He em- 
phasized that “the attitude is ex- 
pected from the so-called Jewish 
nationalists and from the Zion- 
ists.” 


Zionism No Longer Jews’ Problem 


“Sad experiences,” he continued, 
“certainly strengthened the Zion- 
ist movement. But, Zionism is no 
longer an internal Jewish affair. 
The non-Jewish Czech population 
must realize that Zionism is an 
international problem. The Zion- 
ist aspirations are humanly just. 

“The Jewish population must, 
at the same time, realize that 
there are only two alternatives— 
either Jewish nationality within 
an independent Jewish State, or 
complete and full assimilation. 
Half-Measures are illogical am. 
would only prolong solution of the 
problem.” 


Error to Reject Partition, 
Chaplains Hear 


World Wide News Service 

LONDON —-- Harry Sacher, 
prominent British Zionist, de- 
elared here that the rejection of 
the 1937 Palestine partition 
scheme was “one of the worst 
mistakes of Zionism.” 


Speaking at a conference here 
ot American army chaplains, Mr. 
Sacher said he hoped “if there 
should be a new offer of par- 
tition, the mistake will not be 
repeated.” If “we had a sover- 
eign Jewish state, however 
small,” he said, “we could have 
rescued large numbers of Euro- 
pean Jews, established a Jewish 
Army and secured a seat at the 
peace table.”

Freedom N ot Involved, 
Rabbi Says, Defending Act

BOSTON, Mass.—Rabbi Samuel I. Korff, secretary of the Grea- 
ter Boston Council of Orthodox Rabbis, told The Jewish Post corre- 
spondent that the Agudath Harabonim acted in their right and did 
not violate Jewish law by their action of burning the Sabbath Prayer 
Book published by the Reconstructionist Foundation. 

Rabbi Korff answered that part of the statement of the Rabbi- 
nical Assembly which declared that “the action of burning a book 

in which the Divine Name occurs times without number, is a 
clear violation of Jewish law.” 

Basing his contention on a rabbinic dictum in the Talmud— 
“Sefer Torah She-k’socah min tisareif’—‘‘A Torah scroll written 
by a heretic shall be burnt,” Rabbi Korff declared that “the issue 
involved is not one of free speech or religious expression but rather 
that of Jewish fundamentals.” 

Wouldn’t Defend Defamer of Conatitution 


“In a secular sense, one who tears down the ideals of the Ameri- 
can Constitution would not be defended on the basis of free speech 
but would definitely be pointed to as a traitor. Those who preach 
subversive ideas in American life cannot be defended on the basis 
of the right of free speech. Thus, a leading Jewish personality who 
tears down a fundamental of Judaism cannot be allowed to get 
away with it.” 

Continuing in his statement to the Post, Rabbi Korff said that 
“while the act in itself may be repulsive because book-burning was 
always applied by those who are enemies of freedom, nevertheless, 
the fact remains that the Orthodox rabbiniate as guardians of the 
vineyard of Israel, could not remain aloof or be satisfied with a 
mere protest. 

“There can be no lenity when the very fundamentals of our re- 
ligion are being torn asunder. If the argument of freedom of speech 
should be applied to those who foment distrust to the concepts of 
our faith and if we should permit this heresy to persist, then one can 
argue that we have no right to indulge in this war. 

Dr. Kaplan’s Statements Subversive 

“Prof. Kaplan’s statements in the foreword to his Prayer Book 
are subversive in view of Jewish religious fundamentals and Jews 
who believe in defending the Faith should fight such subversiveness. 
It is downright religious treason. 

“If we have allowed ourselves to burn and kill human beings 
in this war because of an ideal, we definitely have the right to burn 
heretic books,” concluded Rabbi Korff,

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 40, 1945 Indians: st ; 

An Ordinance prohibiting and regu- 
lating parking on certain parts of cer- 
tain streets in the City of Indianapolis, 

Indiana; Providing a penalty for vio- 
lation thereof; And fixing a time when 
the same shall take effect. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COM- 

MON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 6660 
INDIANAPOLIS, INDIANA: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for the operator of any vehicle to 
park the same, or suffer, permit or 
allow the same to be parked at any 
time upon a certain part of Kentucky 
Avenue in the City of Indianapolis, 
described as follows: 

“On the southeast side of Ken- 

tucky Avenue from the south curb 

line of Strock Street to the Belt 

Railroad right-of-way.” 

Section 2. ‘That it shall be unlawful 
for the operator of any vehicle to park 
the same, or suffer, permit or allow 
the same to be parked, between the 
hours of 4:00 o’cleck P. M. to 6:00 
o'clock P. M., upon a certain part of 
‘West Morris Street in the City of In- 
dianapolis, described as follows: 

“On the south side of West Morris 

Street from the west curb line of 

West Street to the east curb line 

of Chocolate Avenue between ‘the 

hours of 4:00 to 6:00 P. M.” 

Section 3. Any person violating the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall, up- 
on conviction, be fined in any sum not 
exceeding Three Hundred ($300.00) 
Dollars, to which may be added im- 
prisonment not exceeding One Hundred 
Eighty (180) Days.
